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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 18-25 are currently pending and are present for examination. 

Applicants' amendments and arguments filed on 2-22-05, have been fully considered and 
are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejections previously applied. Rejections and/or 
objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. Specifically 
applicant's amendments to 1 st line of the specification as well as the figure description is noted 
and entered and therefore the previous objection to specification is withdrawn. Examiner has 
also withdrawn the previously held rejection of claim 25 under Double patenting rules in view of 
the Terminal Disclaimer filed on 2-22-05. 

Drawings 

Drawings submitted in this application are accepted by the Examiner for examination 
purposes only. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The specification 
fails to provide an accurate figure description for figure 1 . Figure recites both a DNA and a 
polypeptide sequence. However, the figure description or the figure fails to provide a SEQ ID 
NO: for the polypeptide sequence. Appropriate correction is required. 



Sequence Compliance 
Applicant is required to comply with the sequence rules by inserting the sequence 
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identification numbers of all sequences recited within the claims and/or specification. It is 
particularly noted that figure 1 recites both a polynucleotide and a polypeptide sequence. 
However, the polypeptide sequence is without a SEQ ID NO:. See particularly 37 CFR 1.821(d). 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 2-22-05 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US 6,586,384 has 
been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Following a diligent 
search it was determined that the prior art neither teaches nor suggests a detergent composition 
comprising the fusion polypeptide with characteristics an properties as claimed in claims 18-24 
along with a method of delivering said composition as claimed in claim 25.
